Criticism of Federal finance methods 
and accomplishment voiced by Gov. 
Smith, Democratic presidential nom- 
inee, at Sedalia, Mo., Tuesday, drew 
prompt fire yesterday from adminis- 
tration spokesmen. 

Secretary Mellon, from the Treasury 
Department, issued an official state- 
ment declaring that Smith’s whole ad- 
dress exhibits the most superficial 
knowledge of what has actually taken 
place, and in citing figures he has been 
guilty of what even the most charitable 
minded would have to describe as in- 
accuracies.”’ 

Chairman Work, for the Republican 
national committee, challenging the 
Smith address, asserted that “there is 
not an individual or business concern 
in the United States but is paying less 
money into the Treasury now than in 
1921, due to the tax-reduction program 
of the Republican administration.” 

“Under ordinary 
would not think it worth while to 
answer a purely political speech,” 
Mellon said. 


Mellon Defines Economy. 


“But in the address delivered at Se- 
dalia, Mo., last night, by the Demo- 
cratic candidate, he undertook to chal- 
lenge my good faith and to accuse me 
of presenting a false picture to the 
Nation. He included in this charge the 
director of the Bureau of the Budget 
and the Undersecretary of the Treasury. 
In other words Gov. Smith accuses the 
financial officers of the Government 


| of carrying on a deliberate campaign 


of misrepresentation intended to con- 
ceal the true picture of the Nation's 
finances. 

“This will not do. Before a_re- 
sponsible man makes such a charge 
he should have a thorough and inti- 
mate knowledge of all the facts, and 
be able to support it with clear and 
convincing proof. Perhaps the most 
accurate statement in Gov. Smith’s en- 
tire speech is the one in which he said 
that the fiscal reports of the Federal 
finances were a Chinese puzzle‘to him. 

“Let me begin by correcting Gov. 
Smith’s conception of what this ad- 
ministration understands by economy 
in government. Economy is not just 
saving, but wise spending; the elimina- 
tion of waste; the promotion of effi- 
ciency and businesslike methods, the 
building up of a sense of responsibility 
to the taxpayer on the part of all 
public servants; the careful manage- 
ment of the Government’s finances, as 
exemplified, for instance, by a policy 
of steady debt reduction with conse- 
quent relief from the heavy burden of 
interest charges. Under such a defi- 
nition, expenditure might actually in- 
crease from year to year and yet the 
Nation receive an economical and busi- 
nesslike administration of its public 
affairs. 


Cites Example Set by President. 


“If Gov. Smith understood the mean- 
ing of economy in government in this 
sense, he would not point the finger 
of scorn and ridicule at the items of 
minor savings effected by individuals 
holding subordinate positions in the 
Federal Government. Doesn't he real- 
ize that these examples of minor sav- 
ings effected by persons holding sub- 
ordinate positions, sometimes in a dis- 
tant part of the world, are simply 
proof that the example set by the 
President, at the top, has reached down 
until it has permeated the whole civil 
service and revolutionized their atti- 
tude toward the expenditure of the 
public funds? 

“It is the best example of the high 
morale that has been built up under 
President Coolidge’s leadership, and 
nothing that I know of is more con- 
ducive to the destruction of that mor- 
ale than to have a candidate for the 
Presidency of the United States hold 
up for ridicule and contempt the ef- 
forts of public servants to save the 
money of the taxpayers.” 

Reviewing Gov. Smith’s statement 
that the Government cost $200,000,- 
000 more in 1927 than in 1924, the 
Treasury Secretary gave a series of fig- 
ures which he said showed that the 
increase was $29,000,000, leaving out 
postal expenditures, which he explained 
as a business expenditure.

Four Divorce Causes

Training for Marriage Suggested to Episcopal House 
of Bishops as Aid to Happiness; Other 


Views Given in Commission Report. 


Breakdowns in home life, hasty mar- 
riage, sex tension and lack of practical 
training for marriage were the four 
major reasons given for divorce in a 
joint commission’s report yesterday to 
the House of Bishops of the Episcopal 
Church. 

No changes in the canon law of the 
church were advocated, but educational 
institutions were urged to offer more 
instruction in human relationship, the 
clergy to give training for marriage a 
place on their programs and the social 
service commission to devote thought 
to the problem. 

Approval of the report was given 
and, on request of the Right Rev. Her- 
man Page, Bishop of Michigan, the 
commission was granted three more 
years to study the question, with an 
annual appropriation of from $25,000 
to $50,000 for expenses. 

Problems of industry and their rela- 
tion to the Episcopal Church were dis- 
cussed at a mass meeting at the 
Memorial Continental Hall last night 
by William Green, president of the 


American Federation of 
Spencer Miller, jr. 

Human betterment was declared to 
be the object of his organization by 
Mr. Green, and Mr. Miller said that 
while the church can not in its cor- 
porate capacity take sides in an indus- 
trial dispute, it must lay down the 
Christian principle which should pre- 
vail in industry as elsewhere in the 
world. 

The House of Deputies of the church 
yesterday adopted a resolution com- 
mending the Kellogg treaty.

“ARE SEIZED AT LAUNDRY 


With four Chinese held in police sta- | 


tions for possible deportation proceed- 
ings against them, and Le Loi, 26-year- 
old On Leong tongman, held at the 
District Jail awaiting grand jury action 
On a charge of murder in connection 
With the killing of two Chinese here 
Sunday evening in an outbreak of tong 
warfare, police last night were progres- 
sing slowly, but thoroughly, in their 
effort to clean up the vity’s Chinatown. 

From the more than 200 Chinese who 
have been questioned juring the last two 
days, two additional Chinese were held 
for investigation by the immigration 
authorities. They are Hing Lee, 68- 
year-old laundryman, of 607!4.G street 
northwest, held at the First Precinct 
Station, and Coy Neem Lee, 33-year-old 
laundryman, of 823 Kennedy street 
northwest, held at the Sixth Precinct 
Station. 

Both men were taken into custody by 
Detective Sergt. Joseph F. Waldron at 
the Kennedy street address in the 
round-up ordered by Inspector Henry 
Pratt and directed by Lieut. Edward J. 
Kelly, of the homicide squad. 

Hing Lee and Coy Neem Lee were 
subjected to four hours of questioning 
at headquarters following their arrest 
by Waldron, and in view of their failure 
to prove their legal right to be in this 
country were held for further investi- 
gation. Waldron, Lieut. Kelly and In- 
spector Charles E. Frank, of the Balti- 
more immigration office, who has been 
detailed to this city especially to aid 
the Washington police in possible de- 
portation proceedings, conducted the 
questioning. 

Waldron took the men into custody 
when he visited the laundry on Ken- 
nedy street and questioned Coy Neem 
Lee, who told the detective that only 
he and his wife were in the place. 
When Waldron searched the place he 
found Hing Lee crouching in fear un- 
der a bed in a rear room, and upon 
the bed a .38-caliber revolver. It was 
the bullet from such a revolver, Dr. 
A. M. McDonald Tuesday testified be- 
fore a coroner’s jury, that he had re- 
moved from the body of Lee Ying Yee, 
one of the two Chinese killed in the 
tong outbreak. 

Police were reluctant, however, to 
ateach much significance to the finding 
of the revolver, stating that in the 
nervous tension under which most of 
the Chinese are now laboring—due to 
the tong outbreak—it was not an un- 
usual find. 

Boston, Oct. 17 (U.P.).—Police were 
keeping a strict watch over Boston’s 
Chinatown tonight after one Chinese 
laundryman had been killed and a sec- 
ond wounded in the tong war which 
has broken out in several of the larger 
cities in the country. 

Lee Wey Kin was shot and killed last 
night, while Wong Hong was wounded 
just before noon by a Chinese believed 


to be connected with the Hip Sing 
Tong.

Plane Won King’s Cup Race, 

His Gypsy Moth De Haviland estab- 
lished a name for itself before Mac- 
donald brought it to Newfoundland on 
a steamer last month. It was in this 
craft, known as an aerial sports car, 
that W. L. Hope wen the last King’s 
Cup race around England. Capt. G. 
De Haviland used it in making an 
altitude record for two-seaters. 

Its power plant is a four-cylinder 
air-cooled motor of from 80 to 100 
horsepower, but the engine has enough 
stamina to run for 24 hours and more. 

The plane’s wing spread is only 26 
feet. Extra fuel tanks, installed dur- 
ing preparations for the transatlantic 
flight, give it a range of about 3,600 
miles, or 35 hours. No wireless is car- 
ried, and the ship, because of her 
small size, wears no floats to permit 
landing on water.

Little Rock, Ark., Oct. 17 (A.P.).—As

full rights as citizens, Charles Smith, 
of New York, president of the American 
Association for Advancement of Atheism, 
was in jail here tonight serving out a 
fine of $25 imposed upon him as a re- 
Sult of his activities against a proposed 
antievolution law to be voted on in the 
general election next month. 


Fined on a charge of distributing 
printed material “calculated to provoke 
a breach of the peace,” Smith first 
made an appeal bond, but later de- 
cided to submit to voluntary imprison- 
ment as a protest, he said, against State 
laws which prohibit atheists from testi- 
fying in courts or holding public office. 

At his trial in municipal court this 
morning Smith was denied permission to 
testify in his own behalf by Municipal 
Judge Harper Harb because he declined 
tw take the customary oath. 

The fine, with costs, amounted to 
$26.40, and Smith will serve it out at 


the rate of $1 a day. He was technically 
surrendered to Police Chief B. C Roten- 
berry by his bondsman through his at- 
torney, John D. Shackleford. 

In addition to imposing the fine, 
Judge Harb ordered that the atheistic 
literature and placards seized when 
Smith was arrested at newly opened 
atheistic headquarters be seized, pend- 
ing disposal of an appeal Smith an- 
ncunced will be filed. 

Smith also was charged with violat- 
ing a city ordinance which prohibits 
use of the name of the Deity except in 
“veneration and worship,” but this 
charge was dismissed and the “breach 
of peace” charge substituted. Chief of 
P®lice Rotenberry submitted as evidence 
in the hearing two placards which he 
said were displayed at the atheist head- 
quarters and testified he had received 
complaints from severai citizens against 
Smith’s activities. and that, some had 
threatened to wreck the atheist head- 
quarters if it were not closed.

Former Borough Head 
Is Jailed in New York 


M. E. Connolly Gets Year 
and $500 Fine in 


Sewer Scandal. 


New York, Oct. 17 (A.P.).—Maurice 
E. Connolly, for many years a powerful 
Democratic leader in Queens Borough 
and president of the borough for 17 
years, until he resigned last April un- 
der fire, was sentenced today to serve 
one year in prison and fined $500. He 
was convicted by a supreme court jury 
of conspiracy to defraud the city in 
the construction of the $%29,000,000 
Queens sewer system. The penalty was 
the maximum. 

His former sewer design engineer, 
Frederick Seely, was convicted with 
him on the same charge, but Supreme 
Court Justice Tompkins postponed sen- 
tence until Saturday in order to have 
time to study his evidence. The jury 
had deliberated more than 25 hours. 

Connolly and Seely were remanded 
to jail while the former borough lead- 
er’s attorneys made preparations for 
him to make an appeal. 

During Connolly’s regime as borough 
head, the population of Queens grew 
by leaps and bounds. Thousands of 
persons Of small means built homes 
there, and they felt the burden of the 
heavy sewer construction costs from 
1917 on. For years there was much

“American detectives 
and opposition newspapers have been 
at work in England,” he said, endeav- 
oring to find something “which they 
could launch in this campagin.” 

The detectives and newspaper men, 
Work said, had had photographs made 
of British election rolis on which Her- 
bert Hoover’s name appeared, and pro- 
posed to use them in this country. The 
fact that Hoover’s name appeared on 
the roll, Work said, meant nothing. He 
was placed on the roll because he rented 
a house and paid taxes in England, 
Work explained, but ne never thought 
of voting and was not entitled to vote. 

The State Department, Work said, in- 
vestigated Hoover's citizenship at the 
request of an “important newspaper.” 
After quoting the department's state- 
ment, Work said: 

“YT wish, as chairman of the Republli- 
can national committee, to go further 
than this and to publicly denounce this 
whispering campaign, and I trust that 
the Democratic national! committee will 
join witn me in this repudiation. 

“For nearly two years Mr. Hoover 
has been the victim of one of the most 
unjust whispering campaigns in the 
history of presidential contests. He 
has consistently borne the brunt of all 
the unfair and unfounded charges that 
from time to time have. been conjured 
up by his opponents. He has met them 
with the dignified silence and contempt 
they deserve. But in view of the pub- 
lication by the State Department, I 
wish once and for all to bring this to 
an end. 

“These whispers have comprised vari- 
ous accounts to the effect that Mr. 
Hoover was at one time a British citi- 
zen or applied for British citizenship. 

“I wish to announce now all state- 
ments to that effect are false and all 
purported copies of such applications 
are forgeries. In corroboration of the 
statement issued today I have had for 
some time in my possession a certificate 
from the proper authorities in Great 
Britain certifying that no application 
of this character or a similar character 
was ever even considered or presented. 
Every man who has known Mr. Hoover 
over these years has known his lifelong 
and almost fanatical devotion to his 
country. 

“Another phase of these whispers is 
to the effect that Mr. Hoover voted in 
a British election. This is equally un- 
true. He never voted or tried to vote. 
But there is in course of preparation 
an attempt to deceive the American 
people on this point which necessitates 
that 1 should further amplify it.

About two months ago, in the com- 
pany of a dark, middle-aged man, she 
paid a deposit on the apartment in 
Sunnyside, giving the name of Gordon. 
A few days later, according to Mrs. 
Marjorie Pasquale, daughter-in-law of 
the owner of the apartment house, the 
two of them returned and tried to get 
their deposit back. 

When they found they could not do 
this they took the apartment under 
the name of Mr. and Mrs. 
Wolch. 

To their neighbors, the couple was 
a mystery. The man never was seen 
in the day time, and Mrs. Bonello 
usually kept to the house except at 
night. She seemed to be hiding, per- 
haps, from the fate that overtook he: 
this morning. 

It was said she had been in con- 
ference with the police several times 
lately. The police refused «oday to sub- 
stantiate this report. 

Tuesday night, from a source which 
he would not make public, Detective 
Sergt. Morrissey was told that he 
could learn something of interest in 
connection with the Kansas City af- 
fair if he called at her apartment He 
waited until this morning and at 8:30 
o’clock rang the bell. 

When there was no answer he 
climbed the fire escape, and coming 
in through the window, found a pile 
of tangled bedclothes on the floor. 
Throwing them back he discovered the 
body, wrapped in a_ blood-stained 
nightgown.

CRAFT TO BE LARGER 
THAN PRESENT ONE 


$10,000,000 Needed May Be 
Advanced, He Hints; Tour 
Program Outlined. 


New York, Oct. 17 (U.P.).—A regular 
dirigible service between Europe and 
the United States within four years, 
with sailings from both sides of the 
Atlantic every four or five days, was 
visualized today by Dr. Hugo Eckener, 
commander of the Graf Zeppelin. 

At least four giant airships will be 
necessary before the service can be in- 
augurated, Dr. Eckener explained. The 
ships will be larger and more powerful 
than the Graf Zeppelin. It will also be 
necessary to build two great hangars, 
one in the United States and one in 
Europe. 

Dr.. Eckener favors the vicinity of 
Washington or Baltimore for the erec- 
tion of the American terminal in pref- 
erence to Lakehurst, due to unfavor- 
able cross winds which are frequent 
over New Jersey. The European termi- 
nal, he said, probably will be in the 
| Rhine Valley near Basle, as Friedrich- 
shafen (from where the Graf Zeppelin 
Started its transatlantic flight) is too 
high. 

$10,000,000 Capital Needed. 


A capital of at least $10,000,000 will 
be necessary for the construction of 
the four dirigibles and the two hangars. 
Dr. Eckener estimated the cost of each 
airship will be about $1,500,000 if built 
in Germany. If some of the ships are 
built in the United States the cost 
would be higher, due to higher labor 
charges. 

The cost of the American terminal 
is estimated at $3,000,000 and that in 
Germany would be about $1,500,000. 

The service could be operated per- 
manently, despite bad weather, Dr. 
Eckener said, explaining that he left 
Germany for the United States in the 
face of very unfavorable weather re- 
ports because he wanted *o demonstrate 
that the airship can withstand all kinds 
of weather. 

He believes the performance of the 
Graf Zeppelin under the adverse con- 
ditions encountered en route demon- 
strated its efficiency and reliability. 

Dr. Eckener believes the transatlan- 
tic airship service wov'd be primarily 
devoted to transportation of mails, with 
a few cabins for passngers, as in his 
opinion, a large revenue would be ob- 
tained from the mail service. 

Laughs at Ford’s Idea. 

Speculating as to the possi! e causes 
of the accident to the port stabilizer, 
he explained that an empty t'. can or 
some other refuse thrown from the 
window to the Graf Zeppelin’s kitchen 
may have opened a small cut in the 
fabric of the fin, allowing the wind to 
enter and cause greater damage. 

Commenting on published reportea 
that Henry Ford pictures the dirigible 
of the future as having wings, pon- 
toons and horizontal vanes like the 
Lacierva auto-giro, Dr. Eckener laughed 
and said that although Ford is a great 
man whom he admires, he is not an 
airship expert. Eckener said the idea 
of the dirigible with wings was about 
100 years old and entirely impractical 
since the wings only serve % give air- 
craft dynamic lift, which the dirigible 
can obtain from the lifting gas. 

The ideal cruising speed for trans- 
atlantic airships would be 80 to 85 
land miles, he said, with a maximum 
speed of 90 to 95 land miles. The Graf 
Zeppelin develops about 70 miles cruis- 
ing speed and 80 land miles maximum 
speed. The new airships would be 
powered with ct least seven motors ine 
stead of five, as is the Graf Zeppelin, 
he said.

On party affiliation, the Democrats 
made a net gain of 1,533, the party 
totals being Democrats 2,963, Repubd- 
licans 1,402. All but 804 of the newly 
enrolled voters are white. Democrats 
gained substantially in all districts ex- 
cept the first and seventh where the 
Republicans led by slight margins.

The Geological Survey announced 
that during the current year ending 
August 31 the production from the 
Salt Creek field totaled 1,281,000 bar- 
rels for which the Sinclair Co. paid 
the Gogernment $1,638,000. It also an- 
nounced that the field reached its peak 
production in 1923, when 6,500,000 roy- 
alty barrels ‘of oil were produced. . The 
average price paid for the August pro- 
duction was $1.33 a barrel, according 
to the figures furnished by the Géo- 
logical Survey. 

During the five-year period before 
the renewal of the contract through the 
opinion granted by Fall the Sinclair Co. 
paid the Government $33,757,350 for 
19,543,536 barrels of oil at an arly 
price of $1.73 a barrel.

Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 17 (A.P.).—The 
Atlanta Methodist Ministers Associa- 
tion has issued a public statement 
declaring that the activity of ministers 
in the presidential campaign is justi- 
fied.

With the tacit approval of the State 
Department now bestowed upow con-

ernment was placed in a position to 
raise ocbstacles—-if such policy were 
thought expedient or to mutually give 
tacit approval by not raising any ob- 
jections.

Sia loomed at one time as a possible 
Ritch, especially as the United States 
Government has attached particular

BACKS DR. SLYE’S TESTS 


Chicago, Oct. 17 (N. Y. W. ON. 8.) —< 
‘Dr. Charlies H. Mayo, of the Mayo 
clinic, whose surgical genius is inter- 
national, surprised the majority of the 
3,000 physicians and health officials at 
the convention of the American Pub- 
lic Health Association this afternoon 
by announcing his belief that cancer 
is hereditary.

More than a majority held that re- 
search and observation indicated that 
the scourge was not hereditary. The 
controversy has been fanned by the 
experiments of Dr. Maud Slye, a pro- 
fessor at the University of Chicago. 
Dr. Slye has for many years been on 
the trail of cancer. 

Her experiments with mice are known 
in medical circles the world over. Her 
findings have been submitted to the 
experts, and those who could not ac- 
cept the theory of heredity had little 
ground to dispute the diagnosis. 

Controversy is not confined to he- 
redity. Whether it is a germ disease 
has its disputanis. Dr. Brech, a 30- 
year expert, in an address to the Col- 
lege of Physical Therapy, said when 
the true cause is found it will not be 
a germ. 

According to. statistics, 11,000,000 
people are suffering from some form 
of cancer. ‘The death rate is continu 
ally rising and is only now surpassed 
by heart disease 

This was the big day of the conven 
tion Dr. Mayo presided and five other 
experts gave talks on the treatment 
of the aisease Dr. Mayo had made a 
eareful study of the work of Dr. Maud 
Slye and indorsed the conelusions she 
drew from it. 

She contends that she has scientifie 
cally demonstrated the hereditary na- 
ture of the disease as well as the he- 
reditary resistance to it 

Dr. Mayo agreed with her, and, in 
view of his wide experience and posi- 
tion of authority in the medical pro- 
fession, his opinion was counted par- 
ticularly significant.

TEST OF THE RADIO LAW. 
The Government has gone into the’ Federal 
Court in Chicago seeking an injunction to re- 
strain a radio station from further broad- 
casting without license by the Radio Commis- 
sion. The suit marks the first court test of 


the radio act of 1927 and the amendments 
thereto. 

Station WMBB-WOK, against which the in- 
junction is sought, was operated jointly by 
the American Bond & Mortgage Co. and Tri- 
anon, Inc., between November 1, 1927 and 
September 1, 1928. Upon the latter date, 
following hearings in which the station sought 
to establish the fact that it served public con- 
venience, necessity or service, the Radio Com- 
mission refused to renew its license. Since 
then it has been silent. Now, however, upon 
the ground that the radio act, by depriving 
citizens of property without compensation, is 
unconstitutional, the owners have announced 
that they will resume broadcasting on October 
22.* The Government, contending that prohibi- 
tion of broadcasting is an essential incident 
to the power of Congress to regulate and safe- 
guard interstate communications through the 
ether, secks a preliminary injunction pending 
final determination of the suit. 

It has been apparent from the inception of 
radio control that those affected adversely by 
it would seek to fight back upon constitutional 
zrounds. Wow far they can go remains to be 
seen. The Government, in the Obicago suit, 
will allege that operation without 
would constitute an obstruction of interstate 
commerce in the transmission of inteWYigence 
by radio since there are no channels in the 
broadcast band that are not already occupied 
by stations and since operation on an alreidy 
occupied band would interfere with other 
stations. If the courts rule against this plea, 
the whole question of governmental 
of radio will have to be reopened.

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EARTHQUAKE LORE. 

Following the report of earth tremors at 
points on the Eastern Shore of Maryland comes 
the news from New Hampshire of similar dis- 
tinct rockings, accompanied by rumbles. 
Seismographic experts haye been handing out 
liberal assurances that presently the prediction 
of earthquakes will be as commonplace as those 
for comets and eclipses. No occasion for | 
alarm need be felt over quakes in the Kast, 
inasmuch as such tremors occur daily in some 
part of the world. Interior forces working 
their way along lines of least resistance will 
not operate along the HMastern seaboard. As 
a matter of fact, the very oldest earth strata 
are found in the region of Westminster, Md., 
and the folk of Carroll County may have as- 
surance that the period of upheaval for that 
region was completed so far in the past that 
there is not even the slightest prospect for 
earthquake there. Farther along, up the 
Blue Ridge, a geologist has noted an occasional 
tremor in the mountain strata. There, too, 
there is no likelihood whatever of any earth- 
quake of force within the probable bounds of 
human habitation upon the earth. Such is 
the view at least, of geologists familiar with 
conditions hereabouts. 
There are always occasional freak phenom- 
ena, such as those reported by American sea 
captains, who recently encountered strange 
lights and fire balls upon the wide ocean. 
They may not be»accounted for by anything 
yet known of the laws governing magnetic and 
electrical effects. Some scientists stoutly aver 
that the force which is accountable for earth- 
quakes is not wholly subterranean, but is part 
of the electrical activities of the universe. At 
any rate, ‘“‘quakes’’ are not moving from the 
Pacific Coast faults to the Eastern section of 
the United States. 


OCEAN WEATHER STUDIES. 


The flight of the Graf Zeppelin to Lake- 
hurst demonstrated dramatically the need for 
more complete meteorological service if and 
when commercial transatlantic air transport 
becomes a reality. Dr. Eckener was forced to 
steer a crazy course over a considerable por- 
tion of the Atlantic to avoid the little localized 
storms that appeared ahead. Had he known 
beforehand just where to expect trouble he 
could have plotted a course, avoiding disturb- 
ances, that would not. have looked when 
traced upon a chart like a wandering cow 
path, and it is probable that he could have 
brought the Graf Zeppelin into port un- 
damaged, and much sooner. 

The Graf Zeppelin, it now appears, has been 
leased to a Spanish company for two years, for 
the purpose of establishing a regular trade route 
to South America. Col. Emilio Herrera, chief 
of the technical service of the Spanish military 
air corps and a passenger on the historic Lake- 
hurst flight, says that the new route will be 
opened officially about the first of May, after 
trial trips to determine operating costs and 
passenger rates. Col. Herrera said following 
the Lakehurst flight that better weather in- 
formation service is the chief need of the new 
era of commercial air transportation, and 
since he is to be the technical organizer of the 
Spanish-South American route it is likely that 
considerable attention will be paid to the 
establishing of satisfactory meteorological 
services. 

How can adequate weather reports be ob- 
tained for transoceanic air craft? Shore and 
island stations can observe only a strictly 
limited section of the air over the oceans, and

ports. They can be collected only by tho 
masters of transatlantic vessels, reporting 
regularly and in detail to collecting agencies 
centrally located, where experts can. digest 
the information and pass it along in con- 
densed form to the masters of aircraft. Such 
a system can not be established overnight, nor 
should it, in justice, be left to a single nation 
to get under.way. Collection and preparation 
of meteorological data for transatlantic air- 
craft should be ‘considered an. international 
matter. Possibly the time has arrived in 
which the nations of the world should lay 
plans for coordinated collection and dissemi- 
nation of Atlantic meteorological data.

planes. In a Junkers monoplane he took off 
from Berlin the other day, and from the time 
the plane was safely in the air until it was 
necessary to bring it to earth at Dessau, no 
human hand touched the controls. The air 
during the flight was decidedly rough, but the 
gryoscopic steering apparatus brought the 
plane: safely through cvery bump, returning 
it to normal in the shortest possible space of 
time. ; 

It always has been possible to criticize the 
airplane because it requires the unceasing and 
undivided attention of the operator. In this 
respect it is totally unlike any: other trans- 
portation machine, including the automobile, 
which, except when the direction is to be 
changed, largely steers itself. The gyro- 
scopic steering device simplifies the opera- 
tion of the airplane in steady flight. With it, 
the pilot has to take charge only in emer- 
gencies and during the take-off and landing. 
When the plane is in the air he can devote 
his attention to studying charts, plotting his 
course, or performing any other operation. 
He becomes free of the machine. 

One by one important improvements are 
discovered. Not always are they sure to find 
general adoption; rarely are they equally 
adaptable to all types of aircraft. From the 
company of new ideas, however, the aircraft 
of the future will be evolved. They will be 
greatly superior in every respect to those of 
today.

So far as it could be determined of- 
ficially, mo successor to Moriarty .has 
been appointed, although there. has 
been a semiofficial declaration that the 
next manager of the Tigers will be 
Stanley Harris, late of the Washington 
Club, whose confirmation as the De- 
troit pilot is expected daily. 

Moriarty’s letter of resignation and 
signed by him, follows: 

“Oct. 17, 1928. I hereby tender my 
resignation as manager of the Detroit 
Club. In severing my connection in 
this capacity it is my sincere wish to 
convey my thanks to the fans and the 
press of Detroit for their support. I 
also wish to say I hold Mr. Frank J. 
Navin in the highest esteem. 


“Unfavorable circumstances played 
a part in the showing of the team 
this past season, However, my 
contact with the game,-from the 
sandlots up, has taught me to ae- 
cept the reverses of baseball with 
the same spirit that accompanies 
success. That is exactly the way I 
feel about it. 


“Detroit is a great baseball city and 
its fans know the game thoroughly.
